Alabama Department of Public Safety 
provides child safety seats for needy

One hundred needy Alabama 
families have received new child 
safety seats through the Department 
of Public Safety’s participation in a 
national distribution project. 

Public Safety provided the seats 
free of charge as part of a national 
child safety seat distribution project 
resulting from a GM (General Mo- 
tors) settlement. 

The national project, involving 
8,000 child safety seats, was coordi- 
nated by the International Associa- 
tion of Chiefs of Police and the Na- 
tional Safe Kid Campaign. 

“Tt is essential that young children 
be properly secured in child safety 
seats every time they travel in a mo- 
tor vehicle,” said Col. Gene Mitch- 
ell, Public Safety Director. “This 
program will help ensure that Ala- 
bama’s children have the protection 
they need.” 

As a provision of the program, all 
the child safety seat Scien re-

ceived information on the correct 
use and installation of the child safe- 
ty seats. They watched an instruc- 
tional video and also were encour- 
aged to carefully read the safety seat 
instructions and their vehicle own- 
er’s manual and to check for a se- 
cure fit after installation. 

Alabama’s child restraint law re- 
quires that children under age 6 be 
secured in a federally approved child 
restraints when traveling in front or 
back seats of a motorized vehicle. 

Children through age 3 must be in 
a child safety seat; children age 4 
and 5 may use a safety seat or regu- 
lar seat belt. 

Studies indicate the middle of the 
back seat is the safest location for a 
child safety seat. 

During 1994, 29 children under 
age 6 who were passengers in motor 
vehicles were killed in car wrecks in 
Alabama. Of the 29 victims, 22 were 
not secured or were not properly se- 
cured in a child restraint or seat belt.

Elba City Council fires chief of police effective immediately

The Elba City Council held what 
was billed as an open forum hearing 
Tuesday evening on complaints of 
the professional conduct of Elba Po- 
lice Chief Bruce Peacock 

A large number of interested cit- 
izens were in attendance at the meet- 
ing, including off duty police of- 
ficers and a host of news media 
members. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood opened 
the meeting by explaining he had 


talked with the chief following the | 


last council meeting and found the 
complaints council members had 
heard were not accurate. 

He said that the chief asked him 
about writing a letter to each council 
member, The mayor said he had en- 
couraged the chief to do so. 

Apparently the results of an ex- 
ecutive session of the council on 
Monday night, April 15th was a re- 
quest for the chief’s resignation. In a 
memo to members of the city coun- 
cil, dated Tuesday, April 16th, Pea- 
cock wrote, “Mayor Haywood in- 
formed me last night that the council 
wants my resignation as Chief of Po- 
lice. To me, resignation means that a 
person is guilty of a wrongdoing and 
is a way out for it. I have done noth- 
ing wrong as Chief of Police, and do 
not intend to resign. However, I 
would like for you to consider an 
open forum discussion on the issues 
that you brought forth in an ex- 
ecutive session on Monday night 
April 15th, 1996 so that I may have 
the opportunity for any worthy re-

butial.” 

The mayor then explained the for- 
mat for the open forum He noted 
only city council members and city 
officials would be allowed to speak. 

However, before any action be- 
gan on the scheduled hearing, coun- 
cil member Earl McCollough made a 
motion to go into executive session. 
Mayor Haywood opposed the action 
and said he wouldn’t honor the mo- 
tion. The mayor said Peacock’s re- 
quest for an open forum leads cred- 
ibility to his contentions that he is 
innocent. 

Council member Ben C ter 
asked for a minute to confer with the 
city attorney and returned telling 
McCollough to make his motion 


again, which Carpenter promptly 
seconded. 

The mayor then said that before a 
vote was taken he wanted to clearify 
his position, He explained that at the 
last council meeting, during ex- 
ecutive session, he was asked to re- 
quest the chief’s resignation. 

Haywood said that after the meet- 
ing he went out and spent two hours 
with Chief Peacock and talked with 
him at length about the allegations. 
He told the council the chief said he 
wasn’t guilty and wasn’t going to re- 
sign. 

The mayor then said he was 
ing to call Chief Peacock forward to 
address the allegations. 

Carpenter reminded the mayor 
there was a motion and second on 
the executive session and he wanted 
an immediate vote. 

The council member explained 
the change from the announced 
plans for the open forum hearing as, 
“The man had not been suspended 
nor fired, and until that happenes, he 
was not legally entitled to a hearing 
of any kind.” 

Haywood instructed City Clerk

in and sell so much cheaper? That is unless Alabama users are be- 
ing ripped off now. Again, we note our confusion, because some 
folks we trust and admire are strongly supporting this bill to keep 
out the “outsiders.”

Taxpayers Awarded 'Bill of Rights' 


Honest Americans shouldn't 
have to live in fear of overzealous 
Internal Revenue Service bureaucrats, 
Yet, most folks feel they have little or 
no recourse against IRS harassment 
even when it is the IRS which is 
clearly at fault. 

To enable Americans to better 
defend themselves againstIRS abuse, 
the U.S. House of Representatives 
has recently passed a taxpayers’ 'Bill 
of Rights.’ 

“The IRS’s own annual re- 
ports admit a high rate of errors, and 
the IRS telephone information ser- 
Vice gives oul wrong answers as much 
as one-third of the time. ...Keep in 
mind that the government does not 
bear the cost of its errors; they are 
shifted onto taxpayers who must de- 
fend themselves against IRS mis- 
takes,” write Robert E. Halland Alvin 
Rabushka in The Flat Tax, published 
in 1995. Their analysis is correct. 

During April, working Ameri- 
cans struggle through the U.S. tax 
code and the 80 pages of the 1040 
form instruction book fearing that 
any mistakes would result in a tax 
audit from the IRS. 

Since it currently takes the 
average taxpayer about 12 hours to 
fill out a standard 1040, itis no won- 
der that frustrations and anxieties run 
high. When you factor in the possi- 
bility of erroneous advice from gov- 
ernment tax experts and the IRS’s 
own mistakes, you have a real poten- 
tial for unintended mistakes. 

The IRS itself is not above 


error, A recent government audit of 


the tax agency found that it cannot 
account for as much as $10.4 billion 
in taxpayer dollars it says itcollected! 

Believing that the average tax- 


paying American should be given a 
defense against IRS abuse and mis- 
takes, last week the U.S, House unani- 
mously passed the taxpayers’ 'Bill of 
Rights' (HR 2337). 

It says: (1) Taxpayers victim- 
ized by IRS collection actions could 
sue the IRS for up to $1 million, up 
from the current cap of $100,000; (2) 
Taxpayers who make honest mis- 
takes and underestimate what they 
owe in taxes would be given more 
time to correct their mistakes and 
make delinquent payments before 
interest penalties would be imposed 
(up to 21 days, instead of the current 
10); (3) Waivers would be put in 
place for interest charges due from 
taxpayers that result from delays 
caused by mistakes made by the IRS; 
(4) Taxpayers who win court cases 
against the IRS would be better able 
to collect attorneys fees to cover the 
legal costs; and, (5) The rights of 
married, separated and divorced fil- 
ers would be enhanced, 

While this legislation will 
vastly improve taxpayers’ rights, I 
was disappointed last week that an- 
other important piece of tax reform 
legislation failed to pass the House. 
The Tax Limitation Amendment, 
which failed, would have required a 
two-thirds “super-majority” vote in 
order for Congress to pass any future 
tax increases. 

Many states already have 
passed their own tax limitation 
amendments into law and more are 
expected to follow suit. 

Meanwhile, I remain hopeful 
that Americans will continue to voice 
support for the tax limitation amend- 
ment and that it will resurface in the 
future for another vote in Congress.
